Start In JariJ 

; Dates havo been set for 
public hearings i ; oii the j pro- 
posed comprehensive revi- 
sion of the County's 24-year- 
old zoning 'ordinance. , Ken- 
neth Tonke; Supervisor, Ben- 
ton j Townsiiip, ii announced 
that approximately 20 hear- 
ings will be held prior to 
February J15, [ 1963.: These 
include at ileast >oue hearing 
in each of the County's 10 
townships. ', 

The decision was malic at 
a Wednesday morning meet- 
ing of a special iltezoning 
Steering committee. Super- 
visor; Henke, Chairman of 
the County Hoard Zoning 
Committee, formed the spe- 
cial group from representa- 
tives of ; the Zoiihig Board of 
Appeals, the Regional j Plant 
ning commission, the Build- 
ing and Zoning Department, 
and the State's Attorney's 
office. 

"This will impose a terrific 
work-load on our County 
agencies, Henke stated,: "but 
the prompt handling of this 
proposed ordinance is. essen- 
tial.' First of all. It is an 
excellent ordinance which 
wilt help us improve our 
County, and therefore should 
be in effect before another 
building season. Secondly we 
are not accepting individual 
rczoning petitions during this 
period; and we want that 
temporary hardship to be as 
short as possible." 

He emphasized that this ac- 
celerated program was in no 
way a "rush job." "We are 
holding more hearings than 
arc legally required," he as- 
serted, "and we earnestly 
want to get any constructive 
criticism the public has to 
offer. Everyone will have 
the opportunity lo express 
himself, and all comments 
will be carefully considered." 
■ The hearings will start with 
a general session in Wauke- 
gan on Friday, Jan. II. Fol- 
lowing that will be the Indi- 
vidual township hearings 
over a four-week period, then 
a second general hearing in 
Waukegan on February 13. 

The hearing in Anlioeh 
Township will bo held on 
Jan. 31.

Postmaster Kufalk : cited 
thc : Nationwide ! - Improved 
Mail Service program (NIMS); 
as an example of the type of 
closer cobpe'ratibn that can 
and has been generated be- 
tween business and the postal 
service. 

NIMS, Introduced last year, 
calls for large mailers to. re- 
schedule their bulk mailings 
to (reach the post office dur- 
ing the morning hours avoid-. 
Ing the late afternoon rush 
when nearly 75 per cent ot 
all first-class mail reaches the 
post office. This onables 
the post office to more ef- 
fectively utilize its men, ma- 
chines, and space so, business 
mail can be more 'evenly dis- 
patched 'throughout the en- 
tire working day.

Public Aid 
Rolls Shrink 

Springfield. HI. —The stale 
public aid rolls fell in Octo- 
ber for the seventh consecu- 
tive month— this time by 
4,050 persons, Harold O. 
Swank, executive secretary 
of the Illinois Public Aid 
Commission, reported today. 

According lo Swank, the 
October public aid load to- 
taled 425,3115 recipients as 
compared with 420,444 the 
previous month and 420,773 
in October. 1001. 

Swank also reported, as- 
sistance payments of $23,- 
970,744 for October. $24,- 
003,751 for September; and 
523,730,005 for October 1001. 
These totals include pay- 
ments Tor burials, foster care 
for ADC children removed 
from unsuitable homes, 'and 
care for the medically indi- 
gent in Chicago and Cicero. 

Tho chief cause for the 
drop in I he October caseload 
was the decline of 3,U00 per- 
sons in tiie General Assist- 
ance load bringing the num- 
ber of recipients for the 
mouth lo 05,049, which is 41 
per cent betow that of a yean 
ugo when General Assist anee 
recipients numbered 112.100. 
The load in September 1002 
totaled 00.745. Expenditures 
for' General Assislance in Oc- 
tober amounted to $3,410,457 
and averaged $51.03 per per- 
son; in September the cost 
was $3,530,705 and the aver- 
ago, $50.71; in October 1901 
the figures wore $5,577,041 
and $49.72. 

Total number of people 
receiving Public Aid in Lake 
County for Hie month of 
Oelobor, 1902. was 2,314, re- 
ceiving $111,1110.00. 



Many Accidents Mar 
Christmas Holidays 

Sheriff's police had a busy 
holiday period in Lake Coun- 
ty, with about 40 accidents 
reported in the period from 
Saturday through Christmas 
Day. This is about three 
times as mauy accidents as 
would normally occur. 

Slick roads on Christmas 
Day probably raised the num- 
ber of accidents but cut' down 
on fatalities, with most driv- 
ers using caution on the 
snow-covered toads. 

Despite the campaign of 
the Lake County Safety Com- 
mission Tor a "coffee and 
cake" Christmas, sheriff's 
deputies said there were nu- 
merous arrests for drunken 
d riving. 

The death-lull, nation-wide, 
will apparently he between 
050 and 750. Illinois had 
tiie dubious honor of holding 
third place among the fifty 
states in Hie number of 
deaths from traffic fatalities.

It is [ridiculous to think that 
one must retire at' middle 
ago, which should extend cer- 
tainty to 70 or perhaps even 
longer. 

What are these simple 
rules which will benefit our 
health, happiness, usefulness, 
and longevity? One of the 
rules of health, which has 
been proved time and time 
again by life insurance sta- 
tistics and the ordinary ex- 
perience of all of us doctors, 
is that obesity, especially if 
it is gross, shortens life. 
There Is no doubt in the 
world about it. Thus, any 
candidate for arterial dis- 
ease, especially if this indi- 
vidual is a man, should avoid 
any gain in weight after the 
early 20's. I am sure that 
this is protective. And, In- 
cidentally ouc feels better 
too, if one doesn't become too 
fat. 

Another simple rule on 
health which should he re- 
adopted.'and again especially 
by the male and particularly 
by the husky male, is to keep 
physically active as well as 
mentally alert and occupied 
all through life. Ami tho 
physical activity should be 
strenuous. Many of the long- 
livod men of former days and 
of the present era. are ex- 
ponents of this. 

Many intelligent leaders in 
every walk of life are con- 
vinced of this by their own 
experience: they think noth- 
ing of continuing in the 70's, 
for example, to row, to play 
vigorous games like tennis, 
to climb mountains or to walk 
many miles daily and weekly. 
And they continue to be, 
more alert mentally than if 
they were sitting in an arm- 
chair waiting for an end to 
their retirement' in life. 

To be scure, we may some 
day have wonder drugs which 
will neutralize harmful ef- 
fects of physical indolence 
and an over-rich diet and 
obesity and then perhaps we 
may continue to Indulge our- 
selves, but until that time 
comes there are these simpler 
measures which, many of us 
believe can protect us. 

There arc, to be sure, other 
hazards, such as cancer, ac- 
cidents on the road, and in- 
fectious diseases still hard 
to control and which render 
life uncertain, but since more 
than one-half of our deaths 
today In this country are due 
to this rusting of the arteries, 
tho major problem is to pro- 
tect ourselves so far as we 
can from that particular dis- 
ease. I am sure that it can 
be done but not by improve- 
ment of our diagnostic acuity 
or our treatment cither, no 
matter how dramatic it may 
seem. ,

To buy all these 
articles would have cost 
$13,419, The Society has dis- 
tributed 3,030 salvaged ma- 
terial dressings. 32,070 gauze 
dressings, 4,904 bed pads and 
assorted small items.

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the last few years. This dis-

L " !.f_ ; "•- 4." "-s 
J! The disease is {transmitted 
by an -infected female wood- 
tick to such animals as rab- 
bits, squirrels, gophers, Wood- 
chucks, -ground birds such as 
pheasants and quail, and all 
woodland animls. 
I Since rabbit hunting far ex- 
ceeds all other typos of hunt- 
ing, "Infected rabbit eareass-j 
cs ; are the predominant of- 
fenders in transmission of 
tularemia to humans .! . . : '/ 
hence the name 'rabbit 
fever*/', observed i Dr; j Ko- 
walski..! 

The disease is most fre- 
quently acquired while skin- 
ning "or butchering Infected 
game, In , the process of 
dressing game birds, eating 
infected game inadequately 
cooked, and by drinking 
contaminated water. 

("Tularemia symptoms are 
akin to influenza,"" Dr. Ko- 
walski said, "with sudden on- 
set, severe headache, 1 chills 
and fever, and requiring an 
incubation of up to ten days." 
; In most cases, he added, an 
ulcer arises at the site where 
the organisms- gained.. en- 
trance to the body, usually 
the fingers or hands. Though 
streptomycin and dlhydro- 
streptomycin are used effec- 
tively In treating the disease, 
"no immunizing agent has as 
yet been developed against 
tularemia,*' Dr. Kowalski re- 
vealed. ■ 

"However, there arc a num- 
ber of precautious a hunter 
can take to minimize the risk 
of Infection," he said. They 
include the following: . 

1. Don't shoot sluggish, 
slow moving animals. Such 
game is more likely to be in- 
fected. 

2. Discard any animal 
sporting light colored tuber- 
cules (about the size of a 
match head) on the surface of 
its reddish-brown liver, for it, 
too, is infected. 

3. Since tularemia can be 
transmitted through the skin, 
always wear rubber gloves to 
protect the hands while 
dressing game. Also, avoid 
splashing of blood or rinse 
water on the arms. ^ 

4. Bury or burn any sus- 
pected carcass to reduce the 
spread of disease to scaven- 
gers. . 

5. Cook all game thor- 
oughly to destroy the organ- 
isms. (Holding game in a 
freezer locker for long per- 
iods will not reduce the haz- 
ard of the illness.)
